voracious in others. Senator Lowry described
him faithfully the other day in the Senate,
whon he said that Bergner ‘‘was an old State
robber, who had grown rich at the expense of
the Commonwenlth. Would to God that there
were some way to get rid of him! He wonld
vole thousands of dollars to have him
exported out of the country. Ho sticks
t.o wa like a barnacle, and we cannot
shake him off.” As there seems to be no |
gronnd, however, for hoping that Bergner

will leave the country for the country's good, |
tho Logislature, if thoronghly in earnest, as |
wo brust ib is, in its late action, will follow it |
up by a olose investigation of Berguner's bills
for mtationery. There is something decidedly
smapicious in the manner in whioh the oharges
under that head are distributed throngh the
Auditor-General's Report, and the Commitiee
on Retrenchment and Reform should look
into the matter. In the account of the ex-
ponsea for 1869 the first item in the reports of
the Senate, as well as the House, embraces
pay of members, “‘including mileage and
atationery,"” and yet at a later portion of the re-
ports records are made of ome paymont
to **Goeorge Bergner, for stationery, eto., fur-
nished the Senate, $2843-12," and of another
to “Goorge Bergner, for stationery furnished
the Hounse of Iepresentatives, H521865."
Sundry other sops to this monster of greed
were duly set down, exclusive of the Record
job, which is now so universally condemned,
and the perquisites of the Harrisburg Post
Office. The charges for the articles furnished
should be oritically examined, and all future
transactions with Berguer should be under
Ghe most stringent contracts. His unbridled
rapacity has awakened intense indignation,
and the Republican members should spare no
pains to shield the party from the reproach
of abetting his innumerable sohemes to plan-

der the treasury.

THE INCOME TAX.
Tuese is, perhaps, no one opinion so nniver-
sally shared by all classes of people in relation
to the financial policy of the Government, as
the one that condemns the attempts being
made to re-enaot the inquisitorial tax npon
inoomes., This measure was one of a series
of extreme character ennoted during the Re-
bellion, at a time when the imperative de-
mands of the nation for the “‘sinewsof war’
could not stop short of any honorable mea-
sure to meot the requirements. Kven in
that gloomy hour our legislators, appre-
ciating its objectionable features, limited
the period of its existence. Unlike
other laws for the raising of money by
impost and direct tax, it had a specific
date beyond which its oparation would ceases.
It was eminently a war meassare, and as such
should not be centinued in a time of pro-
found poace. If the revenues of the nation
wore short of its requirements, some shadow
of an argunment might be presented for the
oontinunance of its obnoxious provisions, but
this is not the case. The Treasury is over-
flowing, and the funded debt is being ligni-
dated at the rate of one hundred millions per
annum, 80 that there can be no reasonable
argument on that score for ils oon.
tinuance, It has been hinted that the finan.
ocial officers of the Government desire its con-
tinuance, so as to present a gratifying balanoce
ahoot, a8 an evidenoce of their fitness to hold
the important trusts committed to their hands,
The American people are, howsver, too well
eduoated and informed on public affairs nof
to appreoiate the situation under all circum-
atanoces. They would much rather be relieved
of this offensive tax, than have it exacted and
road the result in the various reportsa of the

departments.
The great burdens, expenditures, and
moods of our war period are past.

The financial strength of the nation is ap-
paremt—its receipts ample for all purpeses—
therefore let this tax die the death it was in-
tended it should, in this year of grace 1870,
Pablic sentiment is almost unanimously
against it, You hear it disoussed and
denounced in all its wvarious phases
in our public conveyancas, strest oars and
atesmboats, railroad cars and stagoes, at the
sooial board, and indeed at every place, pub-
lio or private, where questions of this charae-
tor are talked over, and the sentiment of the
peopls, as before stated, is almost unanimons
that the law should be permitied to die, and
wo oan assure our law-makors that there will
be but few mourners, unless they be among
the publis officials whose duty and pleasure
it is to oolleet and disbnrse the
monoy. There is one aspect of the
oase worthy of the most serious oen-
sideration. Wo allude to its corrupting
and demoralizing results. Oonacience and

Mammon under its provisions have many

save tho tranafer, The msacredness of
the oath is thus undermined, and perjury
exounes itsoll under the ploa that the law ix
unjust. It also prosents tamptations to fraud
in another direction, by inducing men to
roturn & false incomo to buoy up a sinking
finanoial ship, and obtain oredit to whioh
they are not entitled. It is unjust beosuss it is
unequal in its operations, although not in ita
intent, Under ita provisions the honest oitl-
zon pays, whilst the dishonest, by perjury,
ovades the tax. Tt is inguisitorial in its ohar-
noter, and produckive of the most painful
evils. 1% not only entors the saored precinots
of home, and drags under oath n sooret that
the head of the house has, for wise and pro-
dent reasons, guarded evem from his own
family, but it publishes it to the world
throngh the oolumns of enterprising journals,

If the income be large, the children insist
on & more extravagant mode of living, againat
their own future interests and happiness. A
thousand evils and embarrassmenta follow
from this source. If, on the other hand, the
income be small, from causes thal can not be

explainad to the public, the repula-
tion of the individual suffers, and
the most unkind and uncharitable re-

marks aro made with reference to him-
solf and family. Among other unjust results
of thislaw, it may be proper to mention one
which is an apparent violation of one of its
provisions, and yet is insisted upon by thoss
who construo the law. Referenoe is here made
to the taxing the interest on all bonds issned
by corporations. The provisions of the law
exempt all incomes of one thousand dollars
and under, and yet, as is often the case, the
whole income of & widow or of orphans may
bo derived from the interest arising from
these securities, and although it may amount
to much less than the ene thousand dollars
specified, yot il is rigidly exacted; so that
there is paid on nine hundred dollara of an
income from such securities, that should be
untaxed, n8 much 84 can be exacted from
nineteen hundred derived from any other
gource, 'This is not only a contradiction of
the terms of the law, but unjust and eruel,
as it falls upon thoge who are loast mble to
pay.

These are onlya few of the many, very
many, objections to this law, whioh expires
by its own limitation this year, and which it is
proposed to re-enact as a painful burden and
corrupting nuisance. Tha gentlamen who
ory for more money in the Treasury may con-
sider these argumeants of a trifling charactar;
but the people, who are able, and cheerfully
willing, to support the Government in every
necessary demand for ‘‘men or money,"” havs,
os & grand jury, sat npon this measure and
roturn it a cumbersome, inquisitorial, unjust,
unequal, demoralizing, and unnecessary tax
upon the people. ‘‘Let it die the death."

INDECENCY AND SOIENCE.
Now that Dr. Landis has gone to his own
place it would bs as well for our censors of
indecent literature to keep a striot watch
upon any publications which offer to lead
the publio into the debatable land in the
name of soience, Such Looks are espeoially
dangerous, as they force their corrupting way
where openly foul volumes could nol enter.
No better instance of this can be given than
a book (which we will not advertisa by
naming) recently published by a physician of
some repute in this city, and prefaced by a
formidable arrey of endorsements from lite-
rary men and doctors of divinity. The aim
of the book was in reality to urge John
Stuart Mill's argument against the rapid in-
crease of families, and to advertise the author
as prepared to furnish the preventive pre-
scriptions. The remainder of the volume
was mere pedding of wunclean anecdotes
which we could easily imagine Sairey Gamp
retailing to the doctor with a sly wink over a
glass of gin “’'of and 'ot.” The approval of
thoss clergymen who recommended it to the
perusal of young girls can only be exoused by
the supposition that they never read it. The
book, to the oredit of the public tasts, fell
flat without any sale. Its authors have issued
another, in whioh they take up the trade of
the valet and the ladies-maid, and propound
various bair dyes and cosmetics.

The profession of medicine iz so rigid in
its rules, founded upon good taste and good
breeding, that it is painful to find a reputable
wember of it descending to oharlatanism
and trickery in order to gain notoriety. It is
a course as unsuocessful, in the long run, as
that of the notor who forgets his high art, and
by indecent gags and winks strives to oonoi-
linte the galieries. Meanwhile we warn
parents to exwnine closely all medical books
professedly written for the benefil of their
daughters, no matter under what sanction
they may come to them.

ArasgA.—The utéer folly of the Alaska pur-
chase becomes more aud more apparant evory
day. Thus far the country has not been
given any evidenoe that Mr, Beward's summer
resort will be of any practical benefit to any-
body, while the proofs are constantly multi-
plying that a yearly outlay on the part of the
Government will be required to maintain a
semblanos of suthority, by the side ef which
the interest on the purchase money will soon
dwindle into insignificance. The Iatest news
received from this ill-starred Territory is
charaoteristio. Christmas day was celebrated
at Fort Wrangle—a well-chosen name—by a
row, in which one Oaptain Bmith, an ex-Oon-
federate naval officer, met his death at the
hands of a drunken Indian. The chief of the
neighboring village in whioch the murderar
took refuge refused to deliver up the oriminal,
and was only persusded to turn him over to
thoe tender mercies of a drum-head court-
martial after his village had been shellad and
two of the harmless and unoffending natives
killed. If things go on in this fashion,
Alaska will goon be depepulated, and we shall
thus be happily rid of the trouble mad ex-

pense of keeping the native population in
